13. Witnessed the preparation for accomplishing the Patio Teat of 
the ABG0N camera package. This test is in addition to the HATS Test and 
does not have to be used with the CORONA instrument. The Patio Test de- 
termines the measured relationship between the Stellar and main cameras. 

It was explained why the launch limits of the ARGON shots differ from the 
CORONA shots* Fifty degrees of angular solar illumination into the lens 
of the Stellar camera is the limit that has been established whereby Stellar 
photography can be successfully obtained. This angular illumination is not 
the solar altitude above the horizon, as it is when solar angle is computed 
for the CORONA and IDEALIST missions.
